ZUST REPORTED WRECKED 


Conductor Saw Car at Imenpo with 
Gasoline Tank Afire—He Did 
Not Know Result.

Staff Correspondent with the Racers. 

CHITA, June 16.~The German Protos 
car led the New York to Paris racers 
into this city on Sunday evening and 
won the $1,000 trophy offered to the 
car reaching here first from Vliadivos- 
tok. The Thomas car is expected here 
to-morrow, having passed Nerchinsk, 
twenty miles east of this city, this 
morning. 

The American car has cut down the 
lead of the German car since leaving 
Harbin from five to three days, but the 
distance was too short to enable it to 
overtake the German racer. The acci- 
dent to the car near Pogranitchnaya 
cost it the prize. 

Baron Acheinvogel, who came from 
St. Petersburg to assume charge of the 
Italian Zust ¢ar, arrived at Manches- 
uria on Monday morning and left for 
the East to meet. the car, confident of 
his ability to take the Italian car into 
Paris first and win the race, in spite of 
all handicaps and in avery joyful moog 
over the opportunity to compete. 

However, word came here to-night 
through the conductor of the evening 
jexpress over the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, which indicates the possible de- 
struction of the Italian machine at 
Imenpo, 240 miles west of Pogranitch- 


' naya, The conductor says that his train 


passed the Zust car near Imenpo, and 
the car was apparently in a collapsed 
condition, badly broken, and going over 
the railroad ties*with the gasoline tank 
ignited. ,He had sent back to Imenpo 
for assistance for the car, but had not 
learned its fate. om 

The arrival of the Protos at “Chita 
was achieved on Sunday eyening, after 
the best two days’ run it has made 
Bince leaving Viadivostok. It departed 
on Monday morning. The same day the 
staff correspondent of Tue TIMES pro- 
ceeding by rail met at Manchesuria 
Capt. Albrecht, the Russian officer 
who accompanteadthe Protos to Chita. 
He was returning to Harbin. He said 
that Lieut. Koeppen had displayed the 
most’ wohderful yitality on the run and_ 
had pushed the car. to the limit. The 
Protos stopped at night, he said, only 
long enough for the crew to get three or 
four hours’ sleep, and was then off 
again. The high altitude and the lati- 
tude make the night very short at best, 
and afford every opportunity to run the 
car by daylight extremely long hours. 

The Thomas car in its effort to over- 
take the Protos has been greatly aided 
by the Matin’s arrangements with re- 
spect to gasoline and oil. The crew 
has always found supplies exactly as 
scheduled, while the Matin has secured 
for the automobilists every possible 
courtesy and assistance from the rail- 
way officials, the customs officers, and 
others. 


Chita, the first objective of the New 
York to Paris racers, is the capital of 
Transbaikalia and is 1,420 miles from 
Viadivostok on the line of the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad and 558 miles from 
Irkutsk. The crews of the competing 
cars were eager to arrive there first by 
reason of the offer of a $1,000 trophy by 
the Trans-Siberian Alaskan Railroad Com- 
pany. The breaking of the chain of the 
Thomas after leaving Pogranitchnaya 
cost the American car the lead in the 
race and five days’ delay. It has made 
up more than two days of that time and 
has been gaining on the German car 
steadily since leaving Harbin, 

Nertchinsk, where the American car 
Was reported Monday night, is only twenty 
miles east of Chita. Imenpo, where the 
disaster to the Zust car is reported, is 
384 miles from Vladivostok, so that the 
car is more than 1,000 miles behind the 
other competitors, even though the acci- 
dent to it be not so serious as feared 
and it be enabled to continue. 


WON’T INDICT STEEL FIRMS. 


“ Boston Agreement” Case of Obtain- 
ing City Contracts Ends. 


BOSTON, June 16.—The evidence in the 
so-called ‘“‘ Boston agreement cases”’ wags 
considered insufficient to warrant an in- 
dictment, according to a statement issued 
by United States District Attorney French 
this afternoon. The “agreement cases ”’ 
involved six leading structural steel and 
iron firms of this city, who, it was al- 
jJeged, had combined to obtain City of 
Boston contracts. 

Seven officials connected with the six 
firms referred to have been arrested and 
are awaiting a hearing in the Municipal 
Court next Saturday. The charges grew 
@ut of a report made by the Finance 
Committee of Boston that the firms had 
combined illegally to obtain contracts. 
A Federal] officer was assigned to make 
an investigation.

METZ ANGERS UNION LABOR. 


Business Agents Aroused by His Order 
About Convict-Made Supplies. 


The refusal on the part of Controller 
Metz to pay bills for material for repairs 
in the public school buildings because 
such material did not come from the 
State prisons, has aroused organized labor 
to prompt action, and serious complica- 
tions may result. 

Secretary R. D. Tompkins of the Con- 
solidated Board of Business Agents, the 
organization which represents the labor 
union organizations in matters of this 
kind, said yesterday that the action of the 
Controller in holding up bills of local 
firms which employ union labor was 
being investigated by a special committee 
of nine,~which would wait on the Con- 
troller to-day or to-morrow and learn 
from him the exact situation at present 
and what may be expected in the future. 

“If he insists that only convict-made 
supplies shall be used in repairing fur- 
naces and plumbing in the public schools,” 
said Secretary Tompkins, “eonvicts must 
be sent down here from the prisons in 
their stripes to do the work, for all union 
men regard prison-made articles as they 
do rattlesnakes, and will drop a furnace 
bar made in prison just as quickly as if 
it were red hot.” 

Mr. Tompkins said the committee of nine 
would probably make a report of its in- 
vestigation and interview with Mr. Metz 
on Friday, and the action of the business 
agents would be based on the committee's 
findings. 

“The State law requires all municipal 
and county buildings to use at least 8 per 
cent. of convict-made supplies,’’ contin- 
ued Secretary Tompkins, “‘ but we do all 
in our power to reduce the percentage, 
and the only way manufactured articles 
from the prisons can get into the public 
buildings is. for the prison label to be 
taken off so that they are handled by 
union men who do not know the charac- 
ter of the goods.”’ 

The seriousness of the situation appears 
when it is pointed out that if the Con- 
troller’s office continues to insist on 
prison-made supplies for school repairs 
any amount of inconvenience and possibly 
suffering may result. If a school furnace 
were to get out of repair in the dead of 
Winter, under the present ruling of some 
of the auditors in the Controller’s office 
the parts needed for repairing the furnace 
must come from a State prison, and, ac- 
cording to Secretary Tompkins, convicts 
will have to come with them to put them 
in, since, hé says, no union man in New 
York will do it. 


METZ AND 2 ALLIES AT ODDS, 


McCarren and Hurley Don’t Like His 
Attitude on the Subway. 


Brooklyn ‘politicians were astonished 
last night to learn that there had oc- 
curred a serious falling out between Con- 
troller Herman A. Metz, Senator Patrick 
H. McCarren, and ex-Rapid Transit Com- 
missioner William 8S. Hurley, who have 
been the closest personal and political 
friends for years. 

‘The disagreement, which is between the 
Centroller on the one side and Senator Mc- 
Carren and Mr. Hurley on the other, is 
over the much debated Fourth Avenue 
Subway project. Mr, Hurley and Senator 
McCarren have tried in vain to persuade 
Mr. Metz to change his attitude as-to the 
Subway, and the Controller's refusal to 
yield has resulted in warm discussions 
between the three. Each side is holding 
firmly to its position, and the breach has 
not been healed. Mr. Hurley declined last 
night to discuss the matter. 


PRESIDENT PLANS VACATION. 


Will Arrive at Oyster Bay Saturday 
with Ten Secret Service Men.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Following the 
receipt of favorable dispatches from Chi- 
cago as to the way in which the con- 
vention was taking up its work, the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt this morning 
decided to leave with their family for 
Oyster Bay next Saturday. It is possible 
that Secretary Taft will also get out of 
town this week, but to-day he declined to 
say whether he was going to rest at the 
seashore or take his post at his brother's 
home in Cincinnati in readiness for the 
beginning of the campaign. 

The President and his family, accom- 
panied by several Secret Service men, wil: 
make an early start from Washington 
Saturday morning. Though the hour has 
not yet been definitely decided on, the 
Executive family expects to reach Oyster 
Bay about 5 o’clock that afternoon. A 
part of the White House retinue has al- 
ready moved out to the Long Island coun- 
try place, and everything will be in -readi- 
ness to receive the Roosevelts by Friday 
night. 

Ten picked Secret Service men have 
been detailed for the protection of the 
President at Sagamore Hill. Most of 
these have become familiar with the work 
there and with the faces to be ordinarily 
encountered in the walks and rides arouna 
the village, 


MAY BUY CUBAN LANDS. 


Taft Confers with Roosevelt on Meas- 
ure to Further Pacification. 


WASHINGTON, June _ 16.—Secretary 
Taft to-day conferred with the President 
in relation to the proposed purchase of 
100,000 acres of land, some houses, and 
other property in the Santiago and Oriente 
Provinces in Cuba. Some time ago the 
Cuban Government, under an option, 
bought from the Catholic Church a large 
amount of land and other property 
amounting to about $1,500,000. The pro- 
posed purchase is under a section option, 
to expire June 30, at a price of $535,000. 

Gov. Magoon decided that that amount 
was too large. He approved, however, 
the purchase of the land, which comprises 
thirty cattle ranges, at a smaller sum. 
To reach an agreement as to the value of 
the property to be purchased Secretary 
Taft will confer with Mgr. Averse, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to Cuba, 

This purchase is largely for the purpose 
of pacification, as the land has been set- 
tled upon by Cuban soldiers, the veterans 
of the Cuban revolution. If the land is 
not purchased, these settlers, who are 
merely squatters, would be dispossessed 
in the process of the Church taking con- 
trol of its property.

RAID GAMBLING DEN 
NEAR FIFTH AYENUE 


Police Smash. Their Way Through | 


Five Doors and Capture 
Twelve Prisoners. 


NINE PATRONS FROM HOTELS 


Roulette Outfits and Other Equipment 
Hauled to the Tenderloin Sta- 
tion with Prisoners. 


Nine men in evening dress. charged with 
being inmates of a gambling house, and 
three other men charged with being the 
keepers and operators of the resort, to- 
gether with two roulette outfits and a half 
dozen telephones, were loaded into a pa- 
trol wagon at a building in West Thirty- 
third Streét, between Fifth Avenue and 
Broadway, shortly after 7 o’clock last 
night. The sight drew a crowd of two 
or three thousand persons from the the- 
atre district. 

Before the final act of the raid the 
police had been through a weary day of 


waiting, succeeded by a series of door 
forcings and “ jimmyings” that would 
have done credit to a gang of expert 
housebreakers, 

It was a few minutes after 7 o'clock 
when the patrol wagon from the West 
Thirtieth Street Station and the police 
reserves of that precinct made their way 
to the building, where Inspector Max 
Steinbruck, with Acting Captain Murphy 
of the Tenderloin Station and five of his 
men, had already broken through five 
doors, surrounded every possible exit, and 
then broken through a final steel door 
which led them into the lavishly fur- 
nished gambling rooms, 

Before they got into’that room, they 
had seni two men up by way of the rear 
fire escape to the windows of the gam- 
bling rooms, so that when the last door 
was forced and the gamblers, said to be 
guests of the Holland House, Waldort- 
Astoria, and other neighboring hotels, 
made a dash for the rear windows they 
were confronted by two detectives who 
assured them there was no means of 
escaping by that route. 

Preliminary to all that Detective File 
of the Tenderloin Station and Detective 
Kinney of the Inspector’s' Staff had spent 
the afternoon secreted in a room on the 
fifth floor of the building, where they 
could watch the entrance to the rooms, 
which were on the sixth floor. 

The first room the raiders got into was 
marked “ studio,” the door of which was 
just opposite the elevator on the sixth 
floor. That tet the police into an ante- 
room, where they found “Washington 
Worthington,” a negro porter, whom they 
grabbed before he had time to give the 
alarm, Next they struck a steel door, 
which delayed them a few minutes. 
Then, after jimmying through two more 
wooden doors, they found themselves In a 
long. corridor, at the end of which. they 
encountered a heavy oak door. Beyond 
this they could hear the clicking of chips 
and the talk of the players. 

When everything was ready the oak 
door was smashed in, and with drawn 
revolvers the police held the players ut 
bay. The twelve prisoners were led down 
to the patrol wagon. At the police 
station George Wilson of 302 West Fifty- 
fourth Street and Edward Lynch of 243 
West Sixty-third: Street were charged 
with keeping and maintaining a pool- 
room; Frank Smith of 102 West Seventy- 
second Street was charged with operating 
a roulette wheel, and the nine other pris- 
oners, who gave fictitious names and ad- 
dressés, were charged with being inmates 
of a gambling house. 


THE BOOMERANG FLIES. 


Mr. Jones’s Machine Has a Cigar 
Shaped Gas Bag and a Trailer.

BATH, N. Y., June 16.—Under adverse 
conditions, Charles Oliver Jones ascended 
for the first time in his dirigible airship 
Boomerang from the Glenn at Hammonds- 
port this morning at about 8 o’clock. The 
ship was started by cutting the ropes. 
Two men ran with them, allowing the 
ship to rise in the stiff gale that was 
blowing at the time. The rear end of 
the ship hit the hill on one side of the 
Glenn, but the daring navigator was soon 
on his way to Bath, with the machine 
only partly under control. 

He sailed as far as the County Farm 
under the protection of the hills, but 
when he came to this point he was obliged 
to rise over an obstruction. The wind 
hit the ship, and he was swept toward 
the northeast. In order to reach Bath 
he sailed to Watkins, twenty-six miles 
distant, then circled to Monterey, and 
thence came back as far as Cooper Plains, 
landing near Savona, six miles east of 
Bath. The ship here ran into a tres, and 
the six-foot rent made in the bag let the 
gas escape. 

The Boomerang consists of a gas bag 
ninety-five feet long and twenty feet in 
diameter, shaped like a cigar. This bag is 
followed at a little distance by a second 
bag called a trailer, which carries gas to 
refill the main bag in case of leakage. 
Under the giant cigar is the carriage of 
bamboo. This is constructed to hold three 
passengers and a forty horse power motor. 

When the ship is in motion all the ma- 
chinery may be operated without the 
operator's moving his seat, The ballast 
arrangement is patented by Mr. Jones and 
consists of a car of sand, which travels 
on a track and is operated by a lever. 
When the driver wishes to ascend he 
presses a lever and the car moves to the 
rear, pointing thé nose of the gas ma- 
chine upward, and when descending the 
other way about. Mr. Jones made a speed 
of seventy-five miles an hour.

The Rev. Sigournay Fay Renounces 
the Episcopalian Faith.

PHILADELPHIA, June 16.+Friends of 
the Rev. Sigournay W. Fay in this city 
have just learned that he has renounced 
Episcopalianism and entered the Catholic 
Chureh. He was attacked with appendi- 
citis at Deal Beach, N. J., a week ago, 
and while ili was received into the Catho- 
lic Church by the Rev. Dr. Norris, pastor 
of the chureh.at that place. He was 
thought to be dying, but is now recover- 
ing. 

Mr. Fay was born and educated in this 
celty, and after his ordination by Bishop 
Grafton of Fond-du-lac, Wis., in 1904, 
went to the Wisconsin Diocese. He be- 
came Canon of St. Paul’s Cathedral in 
Fond-du-lac, Archdeacon of the diocese, 
and Professor of Dogmatic and Moral 
Theology in the Episcopal Seminary at 
Nashotah. 

Mr. Fay was greatly dissatisfied with 
the adoption of the “ open pulpit’’ canon 
by the last General Convention at Rich- 
mond. 


BOND MEN FAIL FOR $1,500,000 


Philadelphia Firm of Julius Christen- 
sen & Co. Hurt by Dull Business.

PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—The labili- 
ties of Julius Christensen & Co., the bond 
brokers, whose failure was announced 
to-day, will amount to nearly $1,500,000. 
The firm has offices in the Drexel Build- 
ing. 

The depression in the bond market, 
which forced the firm to carry a large 
quantity of traction securities, was said 
to be one of the reasons for the failure. 
It was precipitated also by the verdict a 
few weeks ago in the courts won by Mor- 
ris Brothers against Julius Christensen 
for $82,921. F. S. and James H. Morris 
were formerly associated with Christen- 
sen in the bond business, and they with- 
drew about a year ago. 

The firm is incorporated with a capital 
of $600,000. Christensen and the Vice 
President, Nelson G. Hollister, own more 
than two-thirds of the stock, and are said 
to be large creditors of the firm also. 
The company was interested in several 
electric interurban propositions, among 
them being the Illinois Traction Company 
and the Lowell & Fitchburg Electrical 
Company. It is asserted by members of 
the firm that if the assignee is permitted 
to administer affairs the assets will be 
more than sufficient to pay all claims. 


MISS WATSON DIES OF GAS, 


Pittsburg Society Leader Did Not Re 
cover Consciousness.

OCEAN CITY, N. J., June 16.—Miss 
Amy Mark Watson, daughter of Mark W. 
Watson, President of the Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of Pittsburg, died to-night 
from the effects of inhaling gas at the 
family’s Summer home here. When Miss 
Watson was found alone and unconscious 
in the house on Sunday night her father 
was summoned to this city. He sent for 
Dr. John H. Musser, a noted specialist of 
Philadelphia and several nurses were 
called in. 

Artificial respiration was resorted to 
and powerful stimulants were adminis- 
tered, but Miss Watson’s heart was too 
weak to withstand the effect of the gas 
and she sank steadily. 

Miss Watson, who since her début sev- 
eral years ago had been a leader of the 
younger set in Pittsburg society, had been 
seriously ill before she came to the sea- 
shore, but was much improved recently, 
She never regained consciousness, so that 
her explanation of the affair was not 
obtained. The family believes that she 
left the gas turned on by mistake when 
she retired early on Sunday night. .

Sentiment in the full committee was 
shown yesterday when the committee 
members vigorously applauded an elo- 
quent tribute to the courts and defense 
of the writ of injunction by Mr. Emery, 
representing the manufacturers. Senator 
Hopkins sharply rebuked the applauders, 
saying that it was improper for them to 
show any expression of approval or dis- 
approval of anything submitted to them. 

Meeting of the Committee. 


Organization of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee appointed by the convention was 
effected in one of the parlors of the Audi- 
torium Annex Hotel at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Before the Sub-Committee of 
Thirteen to draft the document was ap- 
pointed hearings were given to persons 
who wished to present suggestions. 

Among those heard was a delegation of 
women, including Mrs. Henrotin and Miss 
Jane Addams of Chicago. Miss Addams 
argued that, as women were interested in 
legislation for the protection of humanity 
in its domestic relations, they should have 
a franchise; otherwise they would be un- 
able under present conditions to go for- 
ward with the work required of them as 
the mothers of the race. 

Mrs. Henrotin expressed confidence that 
the Democrats would declare for equal 
suffrage; said Mr. Bryan had announced 
his advocacy of that policy, and advised 
the Republicans to make sure of the fa- 
vorable influence of the women of the 
country by inserting a liberal plank in 
favor of woman suffrage. 


Liberal Immigration Laws. 


A large delegation representing Poles, 
Italians, Bohemians, Germans, Jews, and 
other nationalities was heard in support of 
liberal immigration legislation. They an- 
nounced through one of their speakers, 
Editor Zarnicki of this city, that they were 
opposed to restrictions on account of pov- 
erty. He said he favored neither a 
financial nor an educational test, and 
declared that those whom he represented 
would judge the party by the kind of 
plank it might insert on this subject. He 
would keep out all Anarchists and im- 
moral immigrants. 

Gov. Curry of New Mexico, Congression- 
al Delegate Andrews of that Territory, 
and Judge Rodey of New Mexico and 
new United States Judge in Porto Rico, 
addressed the committee in support of 
the proposition to grant single statehood 
to that Territory.

DOG CRUSADE ON LONG ISLAND 


All Animals at Large After June 20 
to be Taken Up.

MINEOLA, L. I., June 16.—By order 
of the town Board of Health of North 
Hempstead, all dogs running at large and 
unmuzzled after June 20 are to be taken 
into custody and if not claimed in forty- 
eight hours, are to be destroyed. 

The penalty for violation of the or- 
dinance is $5 fine, or imprisonment for 
five days or both.

Orders Stray Ones in Washington Muz- 
zled for the Next Sixty Days. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to-day directed the dis- 
trict Commissioners to take steps to have 
all ‘stray dogs" in Washington muzzled 
for the next sixty days. 

This recommendation, which was at 
once complied with, was made with a 
view to checking the epidemic of rabies 
now prevailing here, as indicated in a 
report from the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, Department of Agriculture, made 
public Monday.

THREE MORE SPITE FENCES.

Keasy, respective owners of the dwellings 
at 3 and 5 West Eighty-ninth Street and 
4 West Ninetieth Street, the purpose of 
the fences being to shut in the five-story 
stable built in 1905 at 2 West Ninetieth 
Street, which heretofore has been re- 
stricted to high-class apartment houses 
and private dwellings.

CUMMINS BOOM APPROVED 


He Consents to It and Quiet Work for

CHICAGO, June 16.—There are men in 
Chicago to-night who have had experi- 
ence enough in the game of politics to 
warrant the idea that they should know 
which way the tide-is running who are 
shouting around that the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, which opened here this 
morning, is to be stampedeéd for Roosevelt, 

The wish must be father to the thought 
with these Roosevelt shouters, or they are 
going around with their eyes and ears 
shut. Judging from the course of events 
here since the clans begdn to gather, and 
from the attitude of the convention itself 
to-day when opportunities were offered 
to whoop it up for the President, there ig 
small chance of starting a stampede for 
him. 

But while the Roosevelt enthusiasm ig 
lacking, the Roosevelt power Is here, and 
all indications are that after a little pre- 
liminary and healthful opposition the con- 
vention will swallow the whole Adminige 
tration programme, and disband with no 
hard fe&ings that personal and party nec- 
essity will not overcome. 

The Presidency is absolutely settled, 
Nobody gives it a thought any more 
The Committee on Credentials is starting 
out on an all-night session to vote on 
110. contests, one by one, as the allies — 
wanted. The Administration men contr 
that committee more strongly ‘than’ they 
did the National Committee which made 
up the temporary roll, and the unwearied 
allies are in for some more flattening by — 
the steam roller. 

The Vice Presidency is all that furnishes 
amusement to the delegates, and on that 
they are talking in circles just as they 
have been doing ever since they got here, 
It only needs the open move of the Ad- 
ministration for any man to secure his 
nomination. 

Bands, glee clubs, and diplomats have 
added something to the spectacular side 
of the show to-day, but not a thing to the 
effectiveness of the Roosevelt-Taft ma- 
chine. They have helped to give it the 
semblance of a real convention, and have 
given the crowds opportunity for interest 
in something besides the business of the 
convention. é 

Meantime Charles P. Taft walks around 
the hotel lobbies having the time of his 
life. It is his show, and he fs enjoying it 
to the very utmost. He knows he Is get- 
ting the worth of his money. * 

The convention will run on into Friday 
before the last of the orders from Wash- 
ing have been fulfilled. Before it began 
Washington let it be known that not only 
was Secretary Taft to be nominated for 
the Presidency as a Roosevelt'man, but 
that he was to have an out-and-out 
Roosevelt man for his running mate on 
an out-and-out Roosevelt platform, and 
with an out-and-out Roosevelt man to 
direct the campaign, The platform has 
already been made. 

It was printed exclusively in Taz New 
York Times this morning, and reprinted 
in the newspapers here this afternoon, 
having been telegraphed back from New 
York in time for late editions of two 
morning papers.

SOUTH MAY LOSE DELEGATES. 


Rules Committee Refuses to Vote 
Down Proposal for New Rule. 


CHICAGO, June 16.—The question 
whether there shall be a reduction of 
Southern representatives in future Re- 
publican National Conventions was dis- 
cussed for two hours to-day by the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Order of Business | 
without result. An adjournment was 
taken until 9 o’clock to-morrow morning 
in order that the members of the commit- 
tees might confer over night with their 
delegations. 

The basis of the discussion was the res- 
olution offered on the floor of the conven- 
tion to-day by Representative James F. 
Burke of Pennsylvania, who managed the 
campaign of Senator Knox. It provides 
that hereafter each State shall be entitled 
to four delegates at large and one dele- 
gate for each 10,000 voters or majority 
fraction thereof cast at the last pteceding 
Presidential election, and two delegates 
from each of the territories. 

Representative Burke asserted, and 
other members-of the committee corrob- | 
orated him, that the sentiment among | 
the delegates was strongly in favor of 
his. resolution. 

At times the discussion waxed warm. 
The opposition came entirely from the 
Southérn States. H. H. Myers of Arkan- 
sas, W. H. Lucas of Florida, Samuel 
Davidson of Texas, and R. H. Angell of 
Virginia vigorously attacked the resolu- 
tion, asserting that the Republican Party 
in the South was working under adverse 
conditions to bring that section into line. 
They were agreed that the resolution, if 
adopted, would discourage their organiza- 
tions. 

They argued that the same question had 
been brought up before and had been de- 
feated at Philadelphia, and pleaded with 
the committee to submit an adverse re- 
port. That suggestion was voted down, 
whereupon a request from them that the 
whole matter go over until to-morrow 
was granted. 

Against their contentions Representa- 
tive Burke and W. A. Guthrie of Indiana, 
George H. Sullivan of Minnesota, and 
Cc. C. Dawson of Colorado maintairied 
that the proposition was fair. Delegate 
Dawson strongly urged the resolution, 
insisting that if the South wanted an in- 


centive to build up its organization the 
resolution afforded it, because the larger 
the number of votes cast for Republican 
Electors. the greater would be the repre- 
sentation in the convention. 

In explanation of how the South will 
be affected by the resolution Representa- 
tive Burke said that, taking Into account 
the delegates at large, South Carolina 
now has a delegate for every 600 Repub- | 
lican votes cast, whereas Pennsylvania, | 
Colorado, and many other States have} 
but one vote for every 10,000 votes. North} 
Carolina, he declared, has one vote for 
every 800 votes, while New York has but 
one for covery 10,000 votes. The representa= 
tion from the State of Mississippi would 
be practically unchanged. 

While the committee was in session 
Representative Herbert Parsons of New| 
York was outside with a substitute resolu- 
tion, which he thought should be ac- 
cepted. Representative Burke took a! 
copy of it in with him, to be offered in | 
the event that his own resolution was 
voted down. The Parsons resolution 
reads: 

Hereafter the National Convention shall 
consist of four delegates from each State, 
two delegates from each of the Territories, 
two delegates from the District of Colum- 
bia, two from Alaska, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippine Islands, and from each Congres- 
sional district one delegate for every 10,000 
voters and the majority fraction thereof cast 
for the Republican Party’s candidates for 
National Electors at the last preceding 
Presidential election; provided, however, 
that no Congressional district shall be with- 
out at least one delegate, and that in States 
where all members of Congress are not 
elected from separate districts there shall 
not be elected a greater number of dele- 
gates than. would be the case if all the 
members of Congress therefrom were elect- 
ed from such separate districts. For each 
delegate elected an alternate delegate should 
be chosen to serve in case of the absence 
of his principal. 

Mr. Parsons did not have an opportunity 
to address the committee, but in an in- 
terview said that his resolution was in 
line with what had been done in the State 
of New York. 

“The present method of electing dele- 
gates,’’ he said, ‘‘ borders on a scandal.” 

Eighteen States and Territories were not | 
represented at the meeting, as follows: ' 

Alabama, Georgia, Illinois, Eanese, | 
Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
Montana, New Hampshire, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Alaska, Arizona, New Mexico, the Philip- | 
pines, and Porto Rico. 

The committee, with the exception of 
rules one and twelve, adopted the rules 
of the last National Convention. The 
rules reserved for further discussion to- 
morrow have reference to representation 
in the convention. The proposition was 
placed in the hands of a sub-committee 
composed of Messra, Sullivan of Wiscon- 
sin, Burke of Pennsylvania, Moore of; 
Iowa, and Gilbert of Tennessee, who will 
submit their report to-morrow. -

STATEMENT ISSUED BY LOEB

Censure from Horace White. 
THE Times's publication yesterday of

by many prominent men who were 
anxious to know just what the plat- 
form would contain. Few of those inter- 
viewed, however, were eager to comment 
on the document itself or its contents.

Whereas, It is sought by these bills to legal- 
ize, as to one class of citizens, acts of con- 
straint upon and conspiracy against other 
citizens, and to create one standard under the 
law for organized labor and another and nar- 
rower standard for the organized activities of 
every other class of citizens; now, therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, By the Board of Directors of the

1. That this board protests against the enact- 
ment into law of the bills referred to, and of 
any other bills of ike character and purpose. 

2. That a legislation which seeks to deprive 
one class of citizens of rights, privileges, or 
immunities accorded to any other class would 
be opposed to and subversive of the funda- 
mental gga i of equal rights and equal 
justice on which our Government is based, 
and, without doubt, uncanstitutional.

It was given out 
on the highest authority that Secretary 
Taft is of a Unitarian family, his father 
and mother both being Unitarians, his 
grandmother having joined the Unitarian

Secretary Taft, like his father before 
him, is a member of the Unitarian Church 
of Cincinnati. He has a pew, and attends 
the services of the Unitarian Church at 
Fourteenth and L Streets, Washington, 
D. C., of which the Rev. Dr. Pierce is 
pastor, but he sometimes — with Mrs. 
Taft, who, like her family, is Episco- 
palian, to St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
which she attends and where she has a 
pew. Their daughter was confirmed in 
this church last year, 

In the Summer at “Murray Bay for the 
last sixteen years Mr. Taft has taken 
interest in the Union Chapel 
of the Presbyterian and Episcopal 
Churches, where he has attended every 
Sunday for the three months of his va- 
cation. 


LABOR STILL AGAINST TAFT. | 


Union Official Says He Is Known as 
“the Father of Injunctions.” 


Herman Robinson, General Organizer 
and Eastern representative of the Amer-

While I cannot say officially | 
what organized labor will do, I personally | 
believe that Mr. Taft, judging from ~his | 
decisions adverse to labor when he was | 
on the bench, will not be acceptable to! 
the labor unions.”

GONVENTION QUIET 
AT FIRST SESSION 


Little Enthusiasm Shown for 


Taft or Roosevelt—Burrows 
Makes a Long Speech. 


AN OUTBURST OVER COURTS 


Reference to Their Rights Rouses Del- 
egates— Move to Cut Repre- 
sentation of the South,

CHICAGO, June 16.—Marked by a dis- 
tressing lack of enthusiasm on the part of 
all concerned, the first session of the 
fourteenth National Convention ‘of the 


Republican Party was held in the Co 


liseum to-day. Beginning shortly after 
noon it ended a few minutes after 2 
o'clock, adjourning then until noon to- 
morrow. 

Approximately 1,000 delegates, perhaps 
nine times as many guests and visitors, a 
few hundred newspaper men, some police- 
men, and the band attended the session. 
They heard a speech by Senator Julius C. 
Burrows of Michigan and the voices of 
Secretaries calling various rolls apd 
making announcements; they saw the 
Coliseum beautifully decorated and many 
notables of the political world gathered 
within its walls. They felt nothing save 
perhaps a slight ennui, for this was an 
@pathetic convention session if ever there 
was one. 

Even the mention of the Secretary of 
War and the supposedly magic name of 
Roosevelt could not awaken the gathering 
from its lethargy. In point of fact the 
first mention of Roosevelt's name was 
greeted by scattering applause lasting, all 
told, just three seconds, while the second 
enunciation of the name evoked a burst 
of handclapping and faint cheering that, 
by the watch, was all over in one minute 
and fifteen seconds. A new low record 
this for convention applause. 


Crowd at the Coliseum, 


All Chicago awoke to-day thinking of 
the convention.

President and Candidate Both Re- 
lieved That No Stampede Followed 
Mention of Roosevelt’s Name.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Joy, relief, 
and contentment rest to-night on the 
White House and the Secretary of War. 
This condition is due to the fact that 
the dreaded mention of the name of 
Theodore Roosevelt was made in the Chi- 
cago Convention without provoking any 
such stampede as prophesied by such fore- 
casters as Senator Jonathan Bourne. 

Both the White House and the office 
of: the Secretary of War were busy places 
to-day—probably the two busiest places 
in the United States. Before either the 
President or Mr. Taft had reached his 
desk the long distance 'phone bells were 
jingling, telegraph sounders were ticking 
vigorously, and messenger boys were 
darting in and out. 

The President has both long distance 
telephonic conrection and _ telegraphic 
communication with Chicago, the’ wires 
leading directly into the Coliseum. Sec- 
retary Taft has the same arrangementa. 
Last week Mr. Taft had a telephone of 
the very latest and most approved type 
installed in a small room adjoining his 
private office. Talking through this ma- 
chine is said to be as clear as conducting 
@ conversation on the telephone with a 
person across the street. 

Secretary Taft passed frequently be- 
tween his office and the President’s room. 
He was in the highest of spirits. ‘‘ Noth- 
ing to say,’’ he would call back in stereo- 
typed response to questions as he flitted. 
“There isn’t anything to talk about, or 
I'd stop.” 

And with a laugh the rotund Republican 
favorite would dash into the screen doors 
of the White House with a bang and dis- 
appear. 

So well satisfied with the way things 
are going in Chicago are both the Pres!i- 
dent.and Mr. Taft that neither was at his 
office to-night. The President remained 
at home with his family, while the Sec- 
retary entertained a few friends at his 
residence, Both seem as confident as 
ever of the complete success of the pro- 
gramme arranged month ago. 

There is one subject, however, that is 
taboo. Neither Mr, Roosevelt nor his 
Secretary of War will discuss in any way 
the question of the Vice Presidency. From 
the start they have kept out of the dis- 
cussion, and they intend to remain out. 

When the candidate for head of the 
ticket is safely named there may be a 
change in this attitude of the, Adminis- 
tration.

CUTS OFF WOMAN’S EAR. 


Robber Beats Farmer’s Wife and Loots 
House—Victim May Die.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 16.—While 
busy with her household duties in her 
home near Montgomery this morning, Mrs. 
Joseph McVoy, the wife of a farmer, was 
struck down by a robber, who after bat- 
tering in her skull, cutting off one of her 
ears, and otherwise mutilating her, car- 
ried her down to the cellar and left her 
for dead. He then ransacked the house 
of all the money and jewelry he could 
find. Mrs. MoVoy will probably die from 
her injuries. 

Mr, McVoy was formerly a policeman 
in this city. With Mr. and Mrs. McVoy 
lives Hiram Dubois, Mrs. McVoy’s father, 
who is 85 years old. 

About 9 o'clock this morning Mr, Mc- 
Voy left the housé to go to Walden. A 
half hour later the father of Mrs, Mc- 
Voy also left the house. About 11 o'clock 
the old man returned. He found the front 
door open, but saw nothing of his daugh- 
ter. 

In the house everything was in confu- 
sion, chairs were overturned, bureau 
drawers pulled out, and thé contents| 
spread over the floor. The old man began 
to search for Mrs. McVoy, and finally 
found her in the cellar. 

Without waiting to see whether she was 
dead or alive he ran to the nearest neigh- 
bor’s, about a quarter of a mile away, 
and gave the alarm. Word of the crime 
was telephoned around the neighborhood, 
and in a few moments a number of the 
neighbors were at the McVoy house, 

Mrs. McVoy was found with her head 
crushed in, one ear cut off, and nearly 
all of her teeth knocked out. Near the 
body lay an iron bar, one end of which 
was covered with blood and hair. The 
woman was carried upstairs to her bed- 
room, and a telephone message was sent 
to Dr. J. B. Peters at Walden. Dr. Peters 
found that Mrs. McVoy was probably 
fatally ipjured. 

To-night Mrs. MoVoy recovered partial 
consciousness for a moment. Her hus- 
band asked her who had struck her, and 
she said ‘“ August."" To-night Chief of 
Police Ronk of Walden with a posse is 
searching the country for a farmhand 
known only as “ August,’’ who was form- 
erly employed by the McVoys and was 
discharged about a week dgo because he 
had taken to drinking. 

August is a Swede, and little is known 
about him. It is stated that the Swede 
had been employed by the McVoys only 
a short time when he became quarrelsome 
and would not attend to his work, and 
was finally discharged by McVoy. He 
had not been seen in the neighborhood 


for several days.

Norman E. Mack Predicts Nomination 
of Nebraskan on First Ballot 
and His Election.

INJURING TWO MEN 


Lashing End Strikes Them as 
Heavy Wire Spins Over 
Top of Tower. 


RUNAWAY HITS A HORSE, TOO 


Workmen Capture it Just In Time to 
Save It from Slipping Full 
Length Into the River. 


One of the two cables which had been 
strung between the towers of the new 
Manhattan Bridge for a footpath for 
workmen broke loose from the clamp 
which held it to the Brooklyn anchorage 


If yesterday, the free end lashing through 
o|the streets on the Brooklyn side as the 


leable slid over the saddle on the tower 
land injuring two men. The runaway ° 
cable also struck a horse and damaged a 
truck. 

While the heavy wire sagged down inte 
the river betWeen the towers, it was 
caught at the Brooklyn tower before it 
had run out {ts entire length. So far as 
the engineers could find, the cable had 
not been strained or otherwise damaged, 
but it Is probable that it will be teste@ 
to-day to determine whether it has been 
weakened in any way. 

The cable was the second to be raised 
from the bed of the river and strung on 
the bridge. Mayor McClellan, Bridge 
Commissioner Stevenson, and other city 
officials saw the first one raised on Mon- 
iday. These cables are of a number which 
jare to be strung for the footbridge for the 
fuse of the workmen in weaving the giant 
jcahies that are to support the super- 
structure of the bridge. 

After the second cable had been raised 
and strung it was heavily clamped at the 
Brooklyn anchorage and was thought to 
be securely fastened. At 10:30 o’clock the 
wire, which has a thickness of 1% inches, 
bréke loose without warning. It began te 
jslide slowly over the saddles on the tower, 
jbut gradually gained speed, and the loose 
‘end dropped to the ground acquired for 
the bridge approach. 

As it was drawn along through Plymouth 
Street, the cable end behaved like the 
lash of a huge whip in action, lashing and 
jtwisting dangerously. Swinging about, it 
jstruck a truck which Herman Witt of 
!'Hoboken, N. J., was driving. Witt was 
swept from his seat and the horse was 
‘knocked down. John Tamosartes of 236 
Plymouth Street, who was walking in the 
street, was struck also and felled by t 
cable. His left kneecap was fractured. 
Ambulance Surgeon Morgenthaler of the 
Brooklyn Hospital, who was Called, found 
that two of Witt’s ribs had been frac- 
tured. Both men were taken to the hos~ 
pital. 

Fortunately there were no craft fn the 
way as the slack of the cable slid into 
the river, and no damage was done there. 

That some disaster did not happen was 
due to the police boat Patrol, which had

and the 200 policemen on duty to prevent 
betting had an idle day, except for a 
single instance, in which an arrest made 
opened a new complication and perhaps 
developed a new form of offense against 
the law. This was a case concerning two 
professional betting men, George Caffer- 
ata, formerly a bookmaker, and Pack Mc- 
, Kenna, one of the oldest and most suc- 
cessful of the betting handicappers. 


Cafferata had read only one of Acting | 


District Attorney Robert Elder’s defini- 
‘tions of.what might be’construed as viola- 
tion of the law, and he acted on his con- 
fidence in that definition. When Mc- 

Kenna approached him on the lawn and 
asked what he would lay against Simon 
Pure in the steeplechase, Catferata made 
answer. ‘Two to one.’ “I'll bet you 
fifty,” said McKenna, and Cafferata an- 
swered, “‘ You're on.’ Then a policeman 
placed the surprised Cafferata under ar- 
rest for betting in violation of the law. 

“Hold on,” exclaimed,MckKenna to the 
policeman, ‘if it is wrong, the bet don’t 
go.

AUTO CLUB’S BIG TOUR. 


Secretary Butler Promises Blanks for 
Grand Prize Race on Friday. 


Secretary S. M. Butler of the Automo-

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THE ROOSEVELT PLATFORM. 


The Roman Emperors called them- 
fBelves “august.” The term “ exalt- 
ed” is applied to the Divine Being, 
and in some monarchical countries to 
an earthly potentate. We feel sure 
that no one of the twenty-six Presi- 
dents of the United States save THEO- 
DORE ROOSEVELT would have permitted 
himself to be described as the people’s 
exalted seryant. Yet the proposed Re- 
publican platform we printed yesterday 
morning, Mr. RoosEveutT’s own plat- 
form, prepared under his direction and 
advisement, with the advantage of his 
diligent revision, contains this decla- 
ration:

adequate explanation 
of the automobile ac- 
cident which cost 
four lives at the foot of Fifty-sixth Street 
Monday evening. As a matter of fact, 
it was not an automobile accident at all, 
in what ought to be the only meaning of 
that phrase. The machine seems to have 
been in perfect order, but the driver of it 
was incompetent, and when confronted 
with a danger of his own creation he 
realized only the need of doing some- 
thing, lost his head, and did the wrong 
thing. 

An experienced man would have known 
that, with the car moving rapidly toward 
the river over smooth, wet boards, an 
application of the brakes would inevita- 
bly cause skidding. Had he found him- 
self by chance in such a situation—it 
never would have been by intentlon—he 
probably would have resorted, not to his 
brakes, but to his first speed. This would 
have held the car, if anything would 
have done so, though the result would 
doubtless have been the stripping of the 
gears and a big bill for repairs. BavER 
apparently did not know of this expe- 
dient, or else did not think of it, and his 
failure is not remarkable, as he is only 
20 years old and began his career as a 
chauffeur only six weeks ago. 

The disaster brings up the need here 
of a licensing system like that of France 
—a system which allows automobiles ro 
be run only by persons who have proved 
their competency by a severe test, in the 
course of which the applicant has to meet 
all the difficulties likely to be encountered 
on city or country roads. The French 
license means something, therefore, while 
ours tells nothing about the would-be 
driver's skill or experience, and at most 
gives merely a little aid in fixing re- 
sponsibility after he has inflicted loss or 
injury on others. The man who uses a 
steam engine we compel to pass an exam- 
ination, but practically anybody is al- 
lowed to steer a big automobile along our 
streets, with no better excuse than that 
he uses an explosive fuel instead of the 
more familiar and in some ways safer 
steam. Mere children are often seen at 
the steering wheel, and many of the 
adults there are little better equipped 
with judgment and skill. 

This is all wrong, and it will have to} 
be remedied by demanding of every auto- 
mobile driver, amateur as well as pro- 
fessional, the possession of a license 
that guarantees his adequate training. | 
Then automobile accidents, so called, will 
vastly decrease in numbers, and the ex- 
{sting prejudices against the best of vehi; 
cles will soon disappear. The competent 
driver is prone, alas! to break speed laws, 
but he rarely puts himself or others in 
much danger, and he would do it still 
more rarely if one or two avoidable acci- 
dents forfeited his license and preventec 
him from getting another.

The Public Service Commission decided 
yesterday at its regular meeting on @ 
change of route on the Jerome Avenue 
branch of the proposed Broadway-Lex- 
ington Avenue subway, which, if ap- 
proved by the Board of Estimate, will 
save the city $1,000,000. 

It has been decided to use River Ave- 
nue, between 157th and 169th Streets, and 
that the line should be built as an ele- 
vated road north of 157th Street to its 
terminus.

RECEIVERS IGNORE COMMISSION 


| Take No Notice of Hearing Relative to 
Eighty-sixth Street Service. 


The breach between the Public Service 
Commission and the receivers of the New 
York City Railway was still further 
widened yesterday by the failure of the 
| latter to enter an appearance at the hear- 
ing, which had been set for the consider- 
ation of the necéssity of increasing the

The first alterna- 
tive was understood to be the standard 
which the commission was determined tg 
set for all the Itnes in the city, and in 
reply to this the geeelvers, Adrian H. Jo- 
line and Douglaés Robinson, entered a 
protest a few days ago with the commis- 
|sion setting forth that such a service 
| would entail upom the company an outlay 
of $9,000,000, ‘Which In present ciroum- 
stances is impossible. 
| The commission, it is understood, is pre- 
| pared to fight the contentions of the re- 
ceivers to the utmost, and will maintain 
that it is not concerned with the financial 
results upon the present capitalization. 
| For this purpose the members decided last 
| week to take steps to ascertain the real 
cost of the construction and equipment of 
the street/car lines, In order to demon- 
strate that its requirements, while they 
only provide for justice to the passen- 
gers are not unfair upon the basis of @ 
proper capitalization of the company.

PLATFORM WELL RECEIVED 


Republican Document Criticlsed by 
Wall Street Only for Injunction 
Plank—May Foreign Trade. 


Interest in the financial district yester- 

day centred very largely upon the Repub- 
lican platform, which was published in 
Tup Times and which, it is generally be- 
lieved in Wall Street, will form the final 
document upon which the Republican 
| Party will ask for Mr. Taft’s election. 
The various planks of the platform were 
carefully analyzed, and with the excep- 
tion of the anti-injunction feature passed 
this scrutiny. There are, of course, from 
the financial point of view, a number of 
matters which might be changed for the 
better, but the document as a whole was 
acceptable largely for the reason that 
preliminary reports, both from Washing- 
ton and from Chicago, had induced the 
belief that the final draft would be a 
much more radical presentation than it 
now turns out to be. Such was, appar- 
ently, the view of the stock market as a 
whole, for from the opening to the close 
of business the movement of prices was 
strong, and at the end of the day sub- 
stantial advances were to be found in al- 
most every direction. Specifically, the 
United States Steel shares were notable 
for their firmness, and this fact was 
promptly construed as an indication of 
the satisfaction of those connected with 
the industry with the reference to tariff 
revision. One element in the strength of 
Union Pacific was the renewed firmness 
of the new 4 per cent. bonds, which, after 
heavy trading, closed the day at a small 
advance. Other news than that from 
Chicago attracted very little attention; In 
fact, other developments were entirely 
overshadowed by convention affairs. The 
Goverhment’s weekly weather report was 
of some interest, nevertheless, since it 
confirmed unofficial reports of excessive 
moisture in certain sections of the crop 
country and of unseasonably cold weather 
in other parts. Actual damage so far is 
restricted, and it was with relief that it 
was found that the loss from high water 
in Kansas City territory has been very 
largely confined to property. 

Changes in the money market position 
were relatively unimportant; the previous 
ease still holds. An advance in demand 
sterling followed heavy buying of ex- 
change for July 1 remittances, and fur- 
ther inquiries at the Assay Office for gold 
were reported. Return to the Treasury 
of funds now subject to interest by banks 
unwilling to make such payments have 
had something to do with the losses of 
the local institutions to the Government, 
but the total of such returns thus far 
does not exceed $600,000. The figures of 
our foreign trade for May show that ex- 
ports were the smallest for any month 
since July, 1906, falling $21,000,000 under 
those of May, 1907. The shrinkage in im- 
ports, however, was almost exactly twice 
this loss, so that the excess of exports 
over imports passes that of May last year, 
the actual balance in our favor being 
$20,918,000. For the eleven months of the 
fiscal year which closes with this month 
the excess of merchandise exports 
amounts to $221,000,000.

Inactive Stock Quotations, 


Inactive stocks are always a more or 
less difficult proposition in the matter of 
securing a definite market, and in many 
cases quotations from different houses 
vary materially. For instance, a small 


block of stock was offered by one house 
yesterday and quotations asked about the 
same time that by a curious coincidence 
another house on the same floor was look- | 


ing for a block of the same stock. Both 
houses obtained quotations, and in some 
instances there was a difference of 40 
points. ‘or example, the quotation re- 
ceived by one house might be 165-195 and 
that by the other house 185-215. One re- 
sult was that the market was unduly ex- 
cited for that particular stock for a little 
while. When these inactive stocks are 
quoted on the board, or rather still listed 
on the board, the nominal quotation given 
often suffices to prevent trades at the 
real market. Sometimes a fractional lot 
of stock is offered on the board market 
at a certain price, and probably a 100- 
share lot could not be bought at any place 
within 25 or 30 points of it. There is 
money in the inactive stocks for dealers 


who are willing to pick them up and 
hold them until a customer appears, but 
very often the wait is an indefinite one, 
and the profit that may accrue decidedly 


legitimate. 


What Sells the Bonds? 


Apropos of certain suggested develop- 
men{s-with regard to the sale of bonds 
orfother securities of certain companies, 
the question was raised among bond men 
as to just exactly what was the primary 
influence in selling bonds direct to in- 
vestors. This had reference to the sale 
of substantial lots either of new issues 
or blocks of older bonds. Some held that 
first of all it was the security, the char- 
acter of the company, and usually the 
character of the bond, but many bond 
men said that a second-rate bond with 
the name of a big banking house back 
of it would go more quickly than a first- 
class bond issue by a company not very 
well known. A case in point wag cited 
when a certain industrial company de- 
cided recently to offer’ several million 
of bonds to the public direct. The Direc- 
torate of the company was good, but the 
company itself was unknown. A quiet 
test of the possibilities of the scheme was 
made, with a result that it was dropped |

The letters take it for granted that the 
Republican Convention will be satisfac- 
tory in every respect; that good crops 
are assured; that business will improve, 
and that the technical cendition of the 
market warrants an tmprovement in 
prices. There is more or less logic in 
the literature submitted, but at the same 
time some qualifying clauses may be 
found, designed possibly to be parachutes 
inthe event of ® reversal of direction 
being necessary. It is always a question 


whether market letters exert any influ- 
ence whatever on traders’ opinions. It is 
the experience of many that the individual 
advice of a broker or his manager has/ 
more weight than printed gossip.

ACCUSE MANAGERS OF FRAUD. 


Stockholders Ask for Receiver for Cen- 
tral Life Securities Company. 


CHICAGO, June 16.—A bill for a re- 
ceiver for the affairs of the Central Life 
Securities Company, a $2,500,000 corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of Maine, 
was filed in the Circuit Court here to- 
day by five stockholders of the concern. 
Charges of fraud are made against the

GOES UP AGAIN 


Increase of Two Cents a Pound 
Reported Over Rise in Ef- 
fect Ten Days Ago. 


REASONS FOR IT DIFFER 


\Scarcity of Beef Blamed by One Whole- 
saler—Iincreased Demand for Cheap- 
er Grades Another’s Explanation. 


In every one of the several thousand 
butcher shops in New York City an in- 
crease 'of about 2 cents a pound in the 
price of meat has been put in force this 
week. 

This increase is in addition to the rise 
reported ten days ago. The price, in 
short, has jumped again, and packers and 
retail butchers alike say it may continue 
to go.up for an indefinite time. This 
week’s increase in price is not confined to 
|} any particular part of the city. It affects 
| the east side and the west side, the Bat- 
tery and Harlem, It applies to porter- 
| house, sirloin, round, chuck, or soup meat; 
| all sorts of beef in fact, whether trimmed 
or untrimmed.

| In the last twelve months the demand for

FEDERAL FUNDS RETURNED. 


Two Banks Decline to Pay the 1 Per 
Cent. Interest ‘Asked. 


Under the new regulations applying to 
National banks the holders of Federal 
deposits are required to pay the Govern- 
ment 1 per cent. interest after June 15. 
Because of this ruling the American Ex- 
change National Bank and the Chemical 
National Bank have turned ‘in their pub- 
lic deposits to the Sub-Treasury rather 
than pay the interest. The two banks 
named are the only two in New York 
which do not allow interest on deposits, 
and in returning the Federal funds they 
are adhering to their well-recognized rule. 

The new law exempts from the interest 
requirement the amount of deposits need- 
ed for the transaction of public business. 
The American Exchange National Bank 
did not return to the Sub-Treasury the 
full amount of its Government funds, and 
it is to be presumed that the balance re- 
tained is for the “transaction of public 
business.” Secre Cortelyou, in his 
instructions issued last week, promised 
that ‘‘each bank will be advised by let- 
ter of the precise amount of its geste

eat,”
